to the Coryneum fugus and barit 
beetle.

also been adapted to filling in be­ 
tween the tall bluegums. 
Records of a previous survey 
made by the farm advisor’s office 
following the heavy wind of Octo­ 
ber, 1935, showed that 20 protected 
Valencia 
orchards 
produced 
an

328 field 
boxes 
per 
acre as compared with 214 field 
boxes per acre In 20 similar or­ 
chards unprotected. 
The protected 
orchards packed out 117 boxes of 
fist grade fruit, while the unpro­ 
tected orchards packed out only 64

results from windbreak protection 
in lemon orchards was noted in the 
same survey.

agriculture and labor. 
If that is true, it’s tim e for hosannas. For n o th ­ 
ing can so im peril recovery and the attainm ent of a 
sound economy, 
as a chaotic and 
unpredictable 
policy on the p art of the federal government. 
No 
man la willing to risk his savings in productive in­ 
dustry when he doesn't know from one day to the 
next w hether a new law, a new tax, or a new a d ­ 
m inistrative decision, m ay destroy them. 
No man 
can look forw ard with optim ism and faith to the 
future when his governm ent takes an inimical at* 
titude tow ard those businesses which employ our 
workers and produce our national income. 
The next congress would be wise to pay more 
attention to correction or repeal of questionable 
law s than to passing new ones. 
It could do the 
country yeomen service by elim inating such recovery* 
blocking enactm ents as the 
undistributed 
profits 
tax and the capital gains tax, and by overhauling 
the 
unfair, 
unworkable 
Labor 
R elations 
Act—an 
act which perhaps has done m ere th an any single 
piece of legislation to create and m aintain industrial 
strife In this country. 
The principal kind of reform 
we need now is reform of a lot of crack-pot legisla­ 
tion passed during the last few years. 


FACTS, NOT SENSATIONS, WANTED 


In spite of the fact th a t nearly 1000 leading econ 
om ists in the U nited S tates petitioned Mr. H oover 
in 1932, urging him to veto the Sm oot-H aw ley T ariff 
Bill, he proceeded to sign it. 
This discrli..inatory 
tax law th a t compelled those farm ers who export 
th eir products to sell abroad for less th an they 
would if we did not have this artificial Interference 
w ith im ports, certainly is the very an tith esis of the 
free enterprise system th a t H oover proclaim s he so 
cherishes. 
H e advocates a monopoly in labor by advocating 
collective bargaining. 
Y et he fails to explain how 
collective bargaining can fit in w ith free e n te r­ 
prise. 
It is th e very an tith esis of free enterprise. 
He says th a t “som e got too m uch of the productive 
pie for the service they perform ed. 
T his was, in 
a w ay corrected through inheritance taxes." 
B ut 
he does not explain how he can take inheritance 
taxes from th e m an who gets too much, and at 
the sam e tim e not take it from the m an who produc­ 
ed w hat he gets. 
H e is perfectly willing to stifle 
and cripple business and make it impossible for a 
m an w ith vision to train his successors, sim ply f« 
take from those who get w hat they do not deserve. 
T his is a stran g e form of justice to stifle aud in ­ 
terfere w ith free enterprise in order to get those 
who, by chicanery and abuse of bank credit, get 
w ealth they do not produce. 
H e w as in office when the bankers were m isusing 
bank credit and he m ade no move to correct th is 
m ost serious interference with free enterprise. 
In ­ 
stead of doing this, he attem pted to buy up com ­ 
m odities th a t w ere produced out of proportion with 
m onopoly produced goods, due alm ost entirely to col­ 
lective bargaining which he advocates, and the m is 
use of bank credit and the bad taxing system which 
he also advocates.

that gang up on legislators and ad­ 
ministrators to promote some hobby 
or vested Interest, regardless of the 
general good. It is illuminating that 
public endorsement or criticism has 
generally r e fle c te d the pressure 
group point of view, for approval or 
rejection has been based entirely on 
the degree to which the proposals 
embody the particular things that 
this group or that wants to see em­ 
bedded in the constitution. 
The New York amendments are a 
product of pressure group action and 
they illustrate the kind of product 
that may be expected from such ac­ 
tion. They are not even good legis­ 
lation; but as amendments to the con­ 
stitution of a great state they are 
abominable.
